A campaign to raise funds for the 
work of the Adams county society 
for crippled children opened aus­ 
piciously at a meeting of the Get­ 
tysburg Rotary club, Monday even­ 
ing, when individual Rotarians con­ 
tributed $38 toward the drive, 
W’ork among crippled children in 
the county was inaugurated by the 
local Rotary club, but has now be­ 
come a country-wide humanitarian 
project, headed by Dr. S. W. Frost, 
of Arendtsville. 
Doctor Frost, who is also chair­ 
man of the Civic 
club’s crippled 
children’s committee, presented the 
campaign to the Rotarians and the 
response was "very gratifying,” he 
said. 
Send 2000 Letters 
Today 2.000 letters were sent to 
residents of Gettysburg and Adams 
county by the 
county society for 
crippled children, 
asking 
the re­ 
cipients to contribute $1 each to­ 
ward the work this year. 
The state department of health 
contributes $200 
a 
year 
toward 
crippled children’s work in Gettys­ 
burg and Adams county, but this 
money can only bo used for braces, 
crutches, special shoes and other 
necessary equipment. 
The money received 
during the 
present campaign will be used to ex­ 
tend crippled childrens 
activities, 
to help the children get the neces­ 
sary treatments and 
adjustments 
and to help provide for them during 
periods of convalescence. 
None of the others or directors of 
the county society receive a salary, 
and all money contributed during 
the campaign goes to the direct aid 
of crippled children. 
25 Aided l-i.st Year 
About 25 children in Gettysburg 
and Adams county were given as­ 
sistance last year by the "crippled 
children’s society, and many grati­ 
fying results have followed opera­ 
tions and adjustments, according to 
Doctor Frost. 
Doctor Frost said prospects this 
year indicate that approximateely 
$500 will be needed to further work 
among crippled 
children 
in 
the 
county.
